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EIGHT MORE ROOMS 


FOR ROACH SCHOOL 


Tour to Be Started at Once—Many Changes at High 


School to Relieve Congestion Discussed by Board, 


Flans were ordered by the board 


of education Saturday morning for 
addition to the Roach school which 
will include eight more school rooms, 
an auditorium and a gymnasium. 


The school architect will be asked 


to prepare these plans as soon as 
possible. This does not 
necessarily 


mean that all or or any part of the 
addition is to be built this year. It 
does mean that the board regards it 
as expedient to begin at once to sup- 
ply the rapidly growing need for more 
school buildings in that part of the 
city. 


BUILD FOUR ROOMS. 


It would be impossible to complete 


even part of the building In time for 
use thi: fall but it is likely that part 
of the new building, possibly four 
rooms, will be commenced at once. 
The proposed addition when complet- 
ed will give the Roach school sixteen 
school rooms with the other facilities 
necessary an east end junior high 
school. The school will have the same 
capacity and facilities as the Durf->e 
'•chool. 


It was first proposed by President 


Augustine that plans for a four room 
addition to the school be prepared. It 
was stated by Superintendent Engle- 
man that two years from now those 
four rooms will be filled and more 
room needed. After som" discussion 
the plan as above stated was agreed 
upon. 


JIORE ROOM NEEDED. 


Jlore room will be needed at the 


Roach school next year. There is al- 
ready a one room portable 
school 


there which will be used and there 
Is an offer of an additional room at 
the Pines. This can be secured oy 
tearing out a partition ard throwing 
two rooms together. This offer prob- 
aoily will be accepted. 


Various plans for securing more 


room in the high school building were 
discussed, but no definite action was 
taken. 


HALF DAY SESSIONS. 


The possibility of half day sessions 


at the hiph school, the abolishment of 
the hinch room at that institution, 
the removal of the free clinic to some 
other building, the exclusion of the 
junior 
high 
school 
students 
from 


the high school gymnasium were all 
talked over as a possible means of 
relieving the congestion in the high 
school the coming school year. 


START AT S A. SI. 


It is possible that school may start 


at 8 o'clock and run until 12:15, solid 
teaching hours. 
School would then 


bo dismissed for an hour and a half 
and after noon teachers and stu- 
dents who had laboratory or other 
work could return to the school to 
finish that work. 
This would do 


away with study hours 
on school 


time and would mean that parents 
would be called upon to see that the 
students studied at home. 


An enlargement of the faculty is 


also necessary to take care of the 
constantly growing 
number of stu- 


dents. 


CAP. 
BARN SITE. 


For the relief at the junior high 


school the purchase of the car barn 
site and building was again brought 
up.
